(Issued by the Bank of Montreal) 

GENERAL — Agricultural operat- 
.ons in every Province of the Domin¬ 
ion have been delayed by a cold, wet 
spring and in consequence the plant¬ 
ing and seeding of the principal crops 
will probably not be completed unt.l 
from ten daya to three weeks later 
than was the case last year, when 
field work was ahead of the average. 
In the Prairie Provinces the land pre 
pared for seeding at the opening of 
the season is estimated at 20.500,000 
acres, wh ch compares with 19,000,- 
000 acres last year. Moisture condit¬ 
ions are better than for the pa.it 
three years, and the seed bed is in 
good cond.tion for germination in 
all areas. Rain and snow which del¬ 
ayed field work for about ten day3. 
has made seeding somewhat later 
than usual, but wheat seeding is now 
general, being 30 p.c completed in 
Alberta, 50 p. c. in Saskatchewan and 
7J p.c. in Manitoba. Indications po.nt 
to a decrease wheat acreage and an 
increase in the acreage of coarse 
grains seed ng of which has hardly 
commenced. In Quebec Province very 
little spring ploughing has been 
done, but recent rains and milder 
weather have been benef.cial. Work 
on thc land i 3 just commencing in 
eastern Ontario and in the remain¬ 
der of the Province seeding is genet 
al and thc land working Up in a ve 
ry friable condltioin. In the Mar.time 
Provinces little or no v ork has yet 
bren done on the land and seeding 
w H Ee later than usual. In British 
Columbia, where there is an unusua’ 
amount of moisture in the ground 
ploughing and seeding arc well under 
wav* with the season three weeks 
later than usual. Details follow:—
